by an urgent message from the president, 
strongly advising prompt action for the 
refoi-m of the ciu*ruucy system and tho 
lualnlcnunce of public credit.

dent and his cabinet received prompt ad- 
vices of the course of! events hero nnd on 
the public exchanges. Tlie cabinet held

which was to be marked by such vigorous 
clnbuto and action, was opened by an ln- 
YocaUon of classical beauty from the blind 
chnpliiln of the senate, breathing .the 
spirit of good will hat ween the two promi- 
nent KnpllKh-speakinjr nations. Thiswa^j 
speedily followed by the adoption of Mr. j 
Allen's somewhat ironical resolution call- \ 
ing on tho finance committee to inveati-1 
Bate tho needs of the unlimited coinage of 
silver. 


Applauded by Patriotic Auditor*, 


At all times durinp the four hours oC 


discussion tho galleries -were besieged by 
an caper crowd, whose patriotic impulses 
found freqnoiiC expression in applause, 
which the presiding officer sought vainly 
to suppress. 


The most notable utterances of the day 1 


•were those of Senators Sherman, Teller, 1 
Mills, Lodiro, Platt, Tnrple, Chandler, \ 
"White, Caffrey, Call and Stewart, repre- 
senting tho three shades of political senti- 
ment, and yet in the main uniform iu 
•uricintf the support of the president; vigor- 
ous assertion of the Monroe doctrine, and, 
if need be, any action essential to main- 
tain t-ho national dignity. 


There "were 
strong expressions also 


agalust the panic in American stocks aud 
securities, which were, said the London 
commercial houses were seeking to bring 
about. Throughout thi* debate there wag 
an undercurrent of feeling that while tho 
country would not shrink from war, if it 
must come, yet that such a calamity was 
not imminent. 


Shortly before 4 o'clock Mr. Morgan un- 


expectedly withdrew the amendments to 
tho bill, leaving it in its original form. 
There war no demand for a rollcall, as 
tho sentiments of the senate were clearly a 
unit. Tho bill was passed without a dis- 
senting vote. This completed tho legis- 
lative enactment of the measmra, which, 
with the signature of the president, has 
the full force and effect of a law. 


The passage of the bill was not, how- 


ever, the only exciting event of the day, 
for nt 4:30 o'clock the president's message 
urging the gravity of the financial situa- 
tion and calling on congress not to ad- 
journ for the holidays until relief was af- 
forded was presented to .the senate. Its 
reading was followed with closo attention, 
but the senators, absorbed with the stir- 
ring events of the debate, were ready to 
adjourn without immediate consideration 
of the message.

Reports came of a panic In securities 


throughout the country, and here in 
Washington affairs moved at the rapid 
pace of a kaleidoscope. The house Vene- 
zuelan commission bill was amended in 
material respects by the senate foreign re- 
lations committee, and then, by.a sudden 
change in sentiment in tho senate, was 
passed unanimously just as it came from 
tho house; Then au adjournment resolu- 
tion from today over the holidays was 
passed by tho senate, only to be followed 
by an. urgent message from the president, 
strongly advising prompt action for tho 
reform of the currency system and. the 
maintenance of public credit. 


At the other end of the avenue the presi- 


dent aud his cabinet received prompt ad- 
vices of tho coureo of ovents here and on 
the public exchanges. Tha cabinet held 
two ieaiioas, something without prece- 
dent iu recent years. Secretary Herbert, 
who returned from New York in the after- 
noou, attended tho second meeting. AU 
of the remaining members nf the cabinet 
wui'u present except Secretaries Lainonc 
and Smith, who are out oC the city. The 
financial situation was the principal topic 
of consideration, and the result of tho 
meeting was revealed in the message sent 
to the senate late in the afternoon, tbo 
boOy being kept in session by request from 
tliL- \Vhite House for its reception. Fol-

'and thu withdrawals of cold since tha commu- 
nication referred to, 'and others thut appear 
inevitable, threaten such a depletion in out 
government gold reserve as brings us face t« 
luce \\iili tho necessity of further action fot 
its protecUon. Thi* condition, is intensified b; 
the prevalence in certain quarters of sudden 
and unusual apprehension and timidity in 
business circles. 


We are in the midst of another season of per- 


plexity, cuusod by our dangerous und fatuous 
financial operations. The^o may be expected 
to reour with certainty as long as there is 110 
amendment in our financial system. If in this 
particular instance our predicament is at all 
influenced by.a recent insistence upon the po- 
sition we should occupy in our relation to ccr- 
t:tia quuatfoiid concerning our foreign policy, 
thid furnishes a signal and impressive warn- 
ing that' even the patriotic sunttment of our

Popular fooling was pro- 


foundly moved, but, excepting in stock 
and cotton markets, business was remark- 
ably dull and scarcely affected. 


Not because of any foreign question, but 


solely because of influences which- havu 
been in continuous operation for months, 
prices of manufactured goods continued to 
decline. 
There is no great change in 


boots and shoes, aud in some branches the 
derifshxl appears 11 little better, though 
gradually lower prices aro offered, and 
lending jobbers look for prices, still lower. 
Leather stiii declines, averaging 2" per 
cent lower -for the week, though hides at 
Chicago ure scarce, und about 2 per cent 
stronger. 


Prices of iron and steel have fallen 


about 3 per cent for the week and are now 
8 per cent below their maiirnum, -bes- 
semer, pig a?id gray forgo and most kinds 
of finished products having yielded more 
or less. Minor metals are weaker, copper 
being offered at 10 cents net. The Amer- 
ican production in November was 16,330 
tons, and the Core! en 7723 tons. Lead is 
weak at 3.IJO cents, and tin, after a raise in 
options, is selling at 13.75 cents. 


Cotton and _ Wool. 


There Is no change of. importance in the 


market for cotton goods, which is not i 
active enough to prevent some accumula-1 
tion. Print cloths are a shade .weaker. 


The market for woolen goods has not 


improved, scarcely any, except clay mix- 
tures and a few fancy casslmeres, selling 
at better tiian last year's prices, anoV cloth- 
iers are not in haste to contract largely, 
owing to uncertainty as to foreign prices.. | 
New orders for the heavy weight goods 
ore more delayed than usual and remark- 
ably small.' 


Sales of wool are mainly confined to im- 


mediate needs of manufacturers, who are 
buying but little ahead, and for three 
weeks of December have been 17,179,^01) J 
pounds, of which 8.905,100 were foreign, | 
against 16,504,100 in the same weeks of 
1892, 
of wliich 4,104,500 were foreign. 


It sounds strange to hear the many com- 


plaints of slow collections and scarcity ol 
money in tho west, on account of tho j 
tardy movement of products from the 
farms, when western wheat receipts in 
three weeks have been 18,815,493 bushels, 
against 9,486,324 bushels last year, whila 
Atlantic exports, flour included, are only 
E,Sia,337 bushels, against 6,453,100 bushels 
last year. Grain is so low that a free 
.movement cannot be expected, and yet the 
receipts are so large that the crop remain- 
ing behind must exceed ordinary esti- 
mates.

The movement of cotton continues com- 


paratively small, but estimates of con- 
sumption here and abrond . begin to take 
the place, in a measure, of estimates of 
yield, 05 markets for goods are generally 
dull. There was a shada of advance In tho 
price until foreign questions disturbed the 
market, but it closed with \i cent decline.
